Maritime Register says ; "These dangers nre 
well Rhown by tho fnot thnt many vessels 
reported abandoned in a sinking condition, 
ius tend of sinking, remain nflont for months 
afterward, and by tho comparatively large 
number of vessels which have been towed 
i:;le port derelict."
